1. We have already included C a in the C 3 project renewal, which was pouched 
to Headquarters under Reference "C". We would prefer that Agent be transferred to 

C -3 as the consolidation of all our support assets under one project will make 
all our administrative problems simpler. 

2. lou will note frcm the attached VIMs that Agent is presently being handled and 

debriefed ty H 73, We cannot now predict precisely when a replacement for him 

will be recruited. At any rate with C expert handling it looks as though 

Agent is not as frightened and not as ready to quit immediately. 

3. Ac concede that £1 J is a marginal asset. Notwithstanding this fact, until 
we recruit a replacement we intend to hang on to d J We might even put him 

on ice for a while and only use him occassionally for emergency contacts as previously 
suggested in Paragraph 15, e of VIM/19U79, dated 17 Febiuary. It is requested that 
Headquarters comply with our original request as contained in Reference "A” to carry 
this Agent under Project E- 3 for FT 59*

X, Arrived in Salzburg on the train ^inloh at about 1700 hours on 
10 April 195>8« I vent to tJc® Winkler Hotel and registered urkter the nasse 
of Kcqplan* As I registered I eas tdld that the gi^atleaaan had asked about 
SX3 the evsnin,;? of 9 April Agent did not shoir as scheduled at 1830 

on 11 April 29^* 1 tried to contact Agent at his hoase but foiaod no one 

there* He following afternoon on 12 i^ril I visited Agent’s hoisie and 
told Agent’s wife that I was returning frtst li^xoioh and wished to see her 
husband concerning a dient of nine* I told her to pass to him the informatioin 
that I could be reached at the Hotel Winkler* Agent called at about 3^00 
hwirs and w© met shortly thereafter and were together until shortly before 
2200 hours* 

AHaBIISm^TITE 

2* Agent was paid a salaiy of AS llOO* I did not question Agent concerning 
payments to sub-agents* 

PEHSOHAL 

3* I again questioned Agent concerning his desire to cease cooperating 
with us* Agent stated that his decision was activated by the fact that for 
the last foxiT years since his father’s death he has recognized within 
hissaolf an increased laoral sensitivity* He stated that he was presently 
not only concerned about his cooperaticm with us which he feels to be sosaa— 
thing of a morally reprehensible act, but is also concerned and has battles 
with his conscience whenever he has cheated on bis wife in the past four 
years* Agent stated that prior to this time he could do at least Uils 
latter without feeling a guilt ctenplsx. It appears that the death of Agent’s 
father brou^t to Agent the rcalizatioai that he, himself, may well one day 
bo laid to rest* As a xesult of Agent’s rather intense religious feelinj^, 
ifeich were uadoubtodly made even more intense by his father’s death. Agent 
became frightened or what he assumed would await hla in the aftermath were 
he to continue cutting moral comers. Agent is firstly frightened of death# 
“and equally frightened of the unknown wliich awaits hlau He feels compdELed 
to pursue as religiously exact life as possible unfettexdiby moral doubts* 

li» In regard to his cooperation and the approaching end, Agent spoke of 
the history of his experience in Holland. As will be remtsiibered Agent was 
omployed in a W/T detection teara. He saw cases of pressure being put on 
captured W/T operators to cooperate with the Germans against the AUios. 

Ho* saw also that after agreeing to one act of cooperation, there was no 
turning back. Pressure was put on persons to continue cooperation* Agent 
was undoubtedly concerned about the possibility that this might be true in 
his case, I assured agent that when the time came for him to cease cooperation 
he would receive nothing but our best wishes and each of us would go our 
separate vr&ys.

AH could use moi'e money, and all could very probably 
rationalizQ tlieir cooperation with the Americans. Those persons in the 
Stapo could easily tell themselves that this is their profession and Austria^ 
common goals with America would justify their cooperating with tho Americans* 
Those persons in the Kripo would probably feel this was not bad for them 
to work for t}ie West so long as they were not required to give information 
detriaental to Austria. With aH the above persons it would bo necessary 
for tho recrMting case officer to nmke plain that he represents the West, 
since all are decided anti-communist* One further ienpo riant point to be 
made concerning the above persons with the exception of RICHTER; were they 
to be given a recruitment pitch, it would be highly unlikely that any of

MEETI?jDt 

I arrived In Salzburg by train at 1715 hours on 29 A]»ll and vent 
immediately to the Hotel Wldeler uhere I registered as KAI^N« kt 
1830 hours agent called me in ay room azui about 15 minutes later ve met 
for our meeting* The meeting lasted until 2200 hours* During this time ve hac 
some refreshments* ^he entii^ meeting took place vithin the hotel roan 
and agent loas seen by no one other than the maid mho served us food and 
driric* 

PRODHCnOSt 

Agent turned over the ZMA's and Straf Register chedcs on three persons 
ehedced* (These police chedcs mere turned in to c ^ immediat^y after 
my return from Munich*) 

gPERATICWALt 

Other than for tho police checks which I requested from c the 

last two meetings with agont have been given over solely to the purpose 
of obtaining from ^ information on agent candidates vitiiin the 

Salaburg police force* ci 3 is well aware that he is being questioned 
concerning these personalities because we desire to recruit a police 
informant to take his place* This knowledge on the part of c_ zi does 
not present too great a security risk when one considers that more than 
10 persons are being discussed In detail and E. 3 will not be given 
any information of which person m vUl eventually contact* Further 
contributing to the security of the new recruitmmit is the fact that 
(_ 3 is an agent of long standing with no security blocks on his 

record, and In addition, has e:3q>re3s^ a desire to leave our employment 
and have nothing further to do with intelligence assignments* It is 
q\iite unlikely that C ^3. would Interest himself greatly to determine 
i^lch of the persons on which he had debriefed is utLiately selected 
as an agent candidate* 



Before discussing the various personalities on idiom n 3 was 
debriefed it may well be bast to make a few coranents concerning 31 

himself* It should be stated that throughout the personality debriefings, 
r 3 has Indicated that he is somewhat less tl:^ sure of himself* 
has often mentioned during the courses of the debriefings that it would 
be a -very fine thing were a person like <c h to pass judgement on the 

same persons on whom L j has given personality Information* 

Previous reports have indicated that £" n is sonething less than a brain 
and has a few blind spots, particularly a more than usual mystical idea con- 
cerning religion idiich does not contribute to an objective assessment of tho 
various persons commented on below* ET j often speaks of known or 
suspected IS connections on the part of the persons discussed below, but 
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than iinmediately limits his assessments of these IS contacts by 
pointing out the fact that he cannot be certain that the particular 
Subject really did cooperate with an IS organization, or if he did 
cooperate, that he was witting of the fact that he was in contact 
with an IS organisation; or if he was fitting, he may not have been 
certain as to what sort of an IS organization he was in contact with. 
Suffice to say the situation within the Salzburg police department 
appears to be rather a bag of worms* It must ceii^ainly be true that 
^ Ji was not aware of Intelligence contacts of each individual 
within uhe Salirt}urg pbliee department, but it is intei^stlng to note 
that in these 13 persons whom we have discussed, C. Is either 
certain or strtaigly suspects a previous intelligence connection on the 
purt of at least 11 of these personalities. 

OPERATIOMAL 

ZZ JJ started to discuss the agent candidates individuallj. The 
manner in which CT jn assessment plus the fact thah there 

were 13 agent candidates Involved, suggested the advlsabiUhf of utillaing 
a different method of assessment rather than having C. J. * give his 
ideas and assessments of each candidate Individually. It should be 
stated that C. ^ does not express himself too well, nor is he 
inclined to mke a eonspletely positive or a conpletely negative statement. 
He much prefers to hedge around the central idea. This fact, plus the 
time which would be required to discuss each person in detail dictated 
that aiottor form of assessment be utilized. I drew up a list of dements 
and urged d ^to give a positive or negative assessment to each of 
the individuals in regard to each of these elements. For examples 
was the particular candidate formerly a member of an IS operatlcm, was 
ha aggressive, religious, adventurous, intelligent, quiet and closed 
mouth, emotional, synpathetie, ambitious, or venial. In the process 
of this somewhat over simplified method of assessment, CL J did 
contribute further insights into the personalities and the character of 
the candidates*

Subject was bom on 22 January 191? in 
Vienna. TleTis married and lives in Kuchl bel Salzbxirg, Haxkt 92 . 
Subject's wife is part owner of an econoraio information for >diich 
Subject also woiks part time, RICHTER & Co. (Flrma Hermes), 

Salzburg, Tenglingg. 19* Telephone number 69069 . Subject owns an 
Opel car with license number S»53«7l47. Subject is a syng)athlzer 
of the Peoples Party, He is not too well known to ^ _3 but 

agent Judges him to be an intelligent person. By reason of his 
part-tlmB work for Economic Information Office which is partially 
owned by his wife. Subject has many contacts throughout the Salzburg 
area and has better than average access and cover for Investigation,

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c* Rudolf BEENCT. Subject was bom on It November 1912 In 
^ Vienna. He lives Konrad von Hoetzendorfstr, 15. Subject is 
Icnown by ^ j io have had intelligence contacts during the 
occupation. He is a very quiet and unemotional pemon with 
higher than average intelligence. He is also considered to be 
a hard working cop. Subject sympathizes with the Peoples Party. 

d, Johann BRUGQBR. Subject was born on 28 S^tember 1917 
y in Sonnbefg^ CSR» Subject lives Ignaz Harrerstr, 21/lH, After 
A having been informed by Cl -13 that Subject was someidiat of a 
drinker* I decided that we best not consider Subject as an ' 
agent candidate. 



e. Beott KRAFT. Subject was bom on 27 (October 19lU in 
Salzburg Subject lives Salzburg, Schwedenstr. !!*♦ C J 
believes that Subject worked for CIC during the occupation. 

His contact was supposedly a CIC agent by the name of RINGER. 
Subjeot is oarrled and has one child. In 1933 Subject joined 
the Austrian army* By the end of the war Subject had been 
advanced to the grade of Feldwebel, Subject does not have a 
great deal of motivation in his work in the police department. 

He is not a person of great tenacity nor ambition. He Is not 
particularly interested in poGLltics but is probably a syxqpathlzer 
of the Peoid.6S Party. He lives very modestdy with his^ wife and 
one child, (No parUcular isportance should be attached to the 
fact that inf omation on Subject appears to be more detailed than 
on the other candidates, ^ discussion with d started out 

with Subject prior to Batching over to the more simplified form 
of assessment.) 

f . Alfred T.Ef1HPJlR(FER^ Subject was bom on 2U August 1921 
)\ln Bischofihofen. Subject lives Salzburg, Roedclbrunhatr. 15. 

Subject is believed by C H to have had previous intelligence 
connections. Subject Is of above average Intdligence and makes 
an unusually STmpathetlc appearance. He is an unemotional and 
quiet sort of person and is a hard worker. Subject probably 
synpathlzes with the Peoples Party, but may also have Nasi 
sympathies. Subject owns a ear, 

g. Johann Subject was bom on 23 March 1911 in 

^Stockerau, Subject lives Salzburg, R^chenballemtr* 11. 

Suffice it to say that concerning Subject C. 13 considered 
it possible that Subject would not accept a recruitment and may 
well raise a fuss. 



h. Rorio!! f RTCHTER> Subject Was bom on 10 June 1911 in 
Vienna, He Uves Salzburg, Oetreldeg, 17. Suffice It to say 
that in this case as well C J believed that Subject would 
report the fact were an intelligence approach made to him. 



i, Johann RISDELSTERQER, Subject was bom 11 December 
1913 in SfialfeidShT He lives" Salzburg, Markus Sittikusstr, 17. 
Subject is an Intelligent person who is quiet and unemotional. 

He is not particularly friendly, nor does he raaHe a Sympathetic 
impression, but he is above average in his motivation and ability 
within the police department. Subject is a sympathizer of the 
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Peoples Partj* It should also be noticed that Subject is a bachelor 
and gets around considerablj throughout the Salzburg area. 



/ j. Aug^s^t Subject was bom on 6 May 1921 in Salzburg, 

Ho lives Salzburg, HudSf BieWLstr. 35* Subject's wife works as a 
/ hairdresser and possiM .7 because of this added income Subject appears 
to have more mone^ than most of the Saigburg; cops. Subject owns a 
ear and is something of a clothes horse. He is of above average 
intelligence and li hard vozklng cop. He is not very politically 
conscious and CT f 'HU does not know what his pdliticauL ideas or 
politicfll convictions if ai^. Subject might have. 



k, Ferdinand BlTCHMAIERj Subject was bom on 6 September 1909 
in jteisbruck. He lives Salzburg, Bueklleutbs'U*. 7* Subject is a 
KHa. Cb. Insp. £Z ^ believes that Subject had intelligence 
contacts during the occupation. Subject is of above average 
intelligence and owns an auto. He could easily use more money than 
he presently earns and would very probably be influenced by this 
though. He is a synpathlzer of the Peoples Party and a practicing 
Gsatholic. 



1 . HRR7.ofl^ Subject was bom on 2£l dune 1920 in Strasswalchen. 

He lives Salzburg, GBsiserstr. 33* Subject formerly woxked as a 
, informant for XBEABIC but did not receive a salary. He is of above 
average intelligence and is a hard vorklng cop. He is a ^rn^thizer of 
the Peoples Party and would probably welcome ttie thought of receiving 
extra mo»^ each month. 



. ’ m. Franz SCHIESSL. Subject was bom on 8 August 1921 in Salzburg. 
He lives Salzburg, Bergstr, 8 . His telephme number is 6632^. C. -U 
believes that Subject had intelligence contacts during the occupation. 
Subject is a person of above average intelligence, is a hard working and 
a well motivated cop, azid is a practicing Catholic. Subject would 
welcome the thought of earning extra money each month. Subject gets 
around more than the average cop and has as a result maty ooatacts in 
the Salzburg area. The cme element which would appear to disqualify 
Subject as an Agent candidate is the fact that during the ocevqpatloD 
days while taklqg a prisoner fron Salzburg to Vienna on a phtxqr passport. 
Subject was anrested and held by the Soviets for cme month. Since there 
are no elements idiich make Subject particularly more attmctive than ary 
other candiclate in this list, this retention ly the Soviets should be 
egnsidered sufficient to drop Subject from the list of contenders. 



After having discussed each of the persons listed above I requested 'C C7 
to list the naraons in order as to their desirability as agent candidates. I 
instructed CT 3 to consider the security with which a recruit approachraent 
might be made, thdLr access to information and maneuverability, intelligence 
and security mindedness. Cl 3 listed them in the following order; Subject 
b, a, c, f, i, 1 , e, m, j, k, g, h, & d, Ci _I] later explained that he 
had only considered access to l^ormatlon in the case of Subject b. -^t should 
also be stated In regard to the above candidates that none of them have any other 
language than German. 
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CASE OFFICER CCM^EMTS t 

In spite of CZ. Zh llMtations, I would say that I generally agree with 
his listing in order of desirability of the agent carKjldates above* We must almost 
certainly reclton without the direct assistance of C Jl^in a recruitment 
approach* This fact will dictate that considerable enqphasis be placed on the 
security of the approach, /ccess to information would seem to be generally the 
same level with the eocceptlon of ANGERER. In spite of some rather uncomplimentary 
Gonnehts concerning ANGERER which are in the fileSf it would seem that he must be 
considered as ons of the primary targets* In addition Subject of sub paragraph a^ 
KALLIHA also has several alements which make him an attractive agent candidate* 

In addition to the above 2 named persons the Subject of sub paragraph f» 

UBMM^OFER also stands out as a candidate in the list. Insofar as the futuza 
plamdj:^; in this ease is concenwd 1 am prepared to make an approach to one of -ttie 
three candidates listed above the mogbth after name chedrs have been received* In 
regard to these name checks It will be particularly important to check with 
UPSWING so that we do not get an alreac^ established UPSWING agent involved 
in our <^erati(»* 

ASSIGIMBHTS FOR NEXT MEETIRG t 

Agent was instructed to come to the next meeting with infomatlm concerning 
American from th: occupation days tdio could be used as reference in the event that 
a recruitment approach is made to ary of the agent candidates listed above* It 
should also be stated that agent has indicated that he is prepared to continue 
his relationship with us until one of the above perscuis has been recruited in his 
place* Agent iddlcated further that he is not as averse as he previously was 
to continuing our relationship indefinitely* At the monent I see no compelling 
reason to retain agent if and ^en cme of the persons listed above is recruited* 
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
